Eniron Posr —I wrote in my last con- 
cerning a stampede as likely to ocour short- 
ly Well, it has occurred, and tho gulch is 
Known to tho curious and iquisitive— 
known toa well to some, by sundry frozen 
fingers, toes, noses and other members of 
the mortal frame. ` 

It was known that n good gulch had heen 
found by, Messrs Pence, Morton, Edgar 
and others, and a keen watch was kept up- 
on their movoments, as well as upon those 
of other parties Lnown to be in the secret 
But it availed nothing, and the truth only 
transpired on the 9th mst, when horse 
flesh Was an great demand Tsucgeeded in 
procuring a specimen of the horse kund 
and such nhorse! Why, I had to work my 
passage! and after spraming my ankle in 
attempting to reach hig back, I at longth 
got under way, bound for this new sensa- 
tion, where it waa coolly asserted that as 
high as eight dollars to the pan had been 
got Cottonwood reachod, we were given 
the necessury directions, and after a hearty 
breakfast at Johnnie Grant's we struck into 
the mountains, and after crossing a hun- 
dred hills, (more or leas), at last came in 
sight of the object of our scarch—Ophir 
gulch, or Two Canon creek—whieh puts in- 
to Little Blackfoot opposite where the Mul- 
lin road descends the mountain on the 
Eastern side of Blackfoot We proceeded 
up the gulch until we reached the camp of 
the discoverers, where we found the Re- 
corder, Mr William Moton, a yery pleas- 
ant gentleman, who informed us that his 
district whsallfaken »„Shenanigan' burst 
from the lips of 3 Jew, but what this meant 
I don't know, only that some sour faces 
wore visible, as they struck up the high hill 
towards the other: recorder’s office, where 
there was plenty of ground. 

As to the value of the ground, I do not 
pretend to say, although I saw thirty cents 
of very nice gold taken out of one pan, and 
this in the gravel. It is heavy, washed 
gold, of finer quality than any [havo vet 
seen in this Territory. The gulch has 
somewhat the ‘appearance of Alder gulch, 
with plenty of water and a fine fall, with 
Jots o£ snow It is said to be twonty-fivo 
miles long, but no one I could see, could 
givo mie any definito information with re- 
gard to it

The prospectiso valuo of 
only one—the Oro Cache—has been satisfactorily 
jnpestigated Thus lode has been worked with un- 
bounded success, by Mr B F Christenot, who be- 
cane the owner of the discovery claim by purchase 
In the middle of winter, ho commenced operations, 
though laboring undér serious difficulties, but un-
